RED AND WHITE REVUE 

AGREAT step forward ha.s bpcn made in llic centring of 
student activities back again to the campus. Tiie Students' 
Council has decided that the Red and White Revue of 1930 will 
be held in Moyse Hall, and the authovitic»; have pivcn Ihcir con- 
sent to such an action. The dates for the production arc March 
IS, 14 and 15. 

The future of the Red and AVhite Revue has for some time 
been hanging in the balance. Comment, and no doubt .iustified, 
had been made that ii ,=;rrvod no useful purpose, except financial- 
ly for the Students" Socict.w With the advent of a new managc- 
^ent.at His Majesty c Theatre, with a full bill right through to 
the end of the season, there were but two courses open to the 
idea of holding the Revue at all. Either it would have to be an- 
other, theatre not so popular and accessible as His Majesty's 
which v.-as highly improbable meaning that there would be no 
show, or the production to be staged in Moyse Hall. 

The Choral Society were placed in a similar position and at 
first negotiations were discussed with regard to a collaboration 
of the tv.-o productions, namely that there would be more choral 
chorus work in the Revue. It had been felt for some while that 
the Choral Society should prepare plans for other work than 
Gilbert and Sullivan. Such a type of musical work would not 
meet with ur- much response as in the past if held in a more 
distant theatre. Bui under the circumstances ii was found. Idiat 
it was not poisib:e to join the two types of production. ■ 

Now the Red and White Revue will be held in Moyse Hall. 
With such a decision there will be notable changes and it is 
hoped a different atmosphere. At least it will be more difficult 
to throw a tomato from the back of the hall to the stage, that is 
j£ ^yj)ne is going to attempt such an . action. The atmosphere 
wïïISli^stinctly of the University, being in a University build- 
ing. It is quite in keeping to produce a revue in a university such 
" as ours. The whole trend of university life through the session 
bears out this fact. 

, The revue will have to lake upon itself smaller dimensions 
and what has formerly been put through by virtue of the 
elaborate scenic effects, and the fact that the audience was in a 
happy mood. v,;!l have to be changed to a higher standard which 
will justify iiselt becau.se il is itself. 

JBecause of produciiou costs being cut considerably prices 
will be cheaper. In the Moyse Hall there will be no need to 
omtploy the stage crew and orchestra w-hich is jiecessary in a 
downtov.-ii liieatre. The best part of a thousand dollars will be 
saved as Ltioru is no liigh i-ental of a theatre. The jjroduction will 
ba .all-studeni it is hoped, student stage crew and studeiit or- 
chestra. Eveiything shows that prices Avill be cheaper. 

We would suggest that the hall be all one jn-ice, that which 
the Council may ne-.s fit. Student.s would receive their debate as 
usual. It Avas .sufl'iciently demoiistj-ated by the pi'oduction of the 
Players' Club of last year that such a proceedure is quite enough. 
The hall is small enough and those^Avho are eager enough to at- 
tend Avill book early for the bettej- position of seats. There being 
under five hundred seat."-', and we have found no particular ad- 
■^N'kntage in the tcjituj-e of .such, jio justifiable differentiatioji caji 
!be,made. At least in a university all are the same, students, and 
the price Avill be within the range of all. 

r^'iiially the production has been ])laced in tlie hand.s of a 
good executive. The Students' Council has aiuioujiced tlie ap- 
pointments of Doug. Ogilvie, as produce]-, Stewart Webstej-, as 
general manager, and John A)-nold, as musical director.

Ho was especially severe 
with tho economic «trucluro ot Jtnly 
ns modified .1(!(' (he Fascistes, de- 
nouncing tho over-ta.\atlon .md other 
barlcrii dlvcrtlfti; trade and Industry 
from Iheir natural fliannols. 

Tho next spcalcer, Uubin, did not 
continue the, di.scusalon .as opened liy 
Felner, but - torsley remarked that 
Mussolini's prlnqipie wag "Voii can 
do everything Avith a bayonet o.\Lopl 
sit on It.

Ho went on lo show 
that Italy has made bert;ol-: ..nt res- 
poctod but hated. Her people aro 
poor .soldiers and sailors; at tiio same 
time sho Is dependent upon nations 
that hale lier for raw materials eo 
that ilie is rcnlly.ot' llltio ntcnaco to 
world peace. 

In speaking of Iho •tragic days In 
Italy following tho war Jlr. Forscy 
remarked lhat tiociallsts had failed 
lo «ecuro Iho power Ibrimgli Ibolr 
own iiinonirieleme. .MusHollui'w rifo 
wa.s lint njily iluu Id llio Nuppresulon 
ot anarchy, for which others wcro 
Jargoly responsible, but also lu his 
ability lo play his oppunenis oft one 
against tho other;
